At first the object 
appeared diso shapod but upon closer examination thru binoculurs it appoared to be 
two objects oomnected together. Tho front or foremost object appeared as a yellow 
diamond with a black spot in the center. This in turn was fastened by cable or rope 
to a whitish yellow diso or oval object in the rear. Tho length to width ratio 
appeared to be 5:1 or roughly the size of the first two joints of the index ۵۴ 
held at arms length.
